The home owner’s bill, introduced 
today, creates a commission 
of 
six 
which is directed to study: 
1. 
existing methods in the United 
States of financing the building and 
buying of homes by persons of mod­ 
est means. 
2. 
The effect of these methods of 
stimulating or retarding 
investment 
of capital in homes and in controlling 
the quality, location and cost of them. 
3. 
Methods followed in other coun­ 
tries. 
The commission’s report 
to 
Con­ 
gress is to be made by 
January 
1, 
1920, and is to contain recommenda­ 
tions for improvement 
in 
present 
American methods. 
Kenyon’s idea is that the 
govern­ 
ment should extend aid to workers to 
the extent of financing them in much 
the same way as aid is now given the 
farmers under the farm loan act.

Old Board of Directors Is Re­ 
elected by Santa Ana 
Association 


The 1918 walnut crop handled 
by the Santa Ana W alnut Grow­ 
ers' 
Association 
will bring in 
when all receipts are in approxi- 
mately $710,000 for merchantable 
walnuts, which will be fully $80,- 
000 more than wa«* brought in by 
the 1917 crop, which set a new 
record in itself. 
According to the 
report 
pre­ 
sented yesterday at the annual 
meeting of tho stockholders of the 
association by O. H. Burke, the 
secretary, the total 
amount 
re* 
ceived for walnuts up to the pres 
ent time for the 1918 crop 
is 
$680,993.67, 
and 
there 
is 
about 
$30,000 more to come. 
Of this $689,993.67 ihere has been 
paid to growers $562,527.60 on the first 
pool and $9352 en the second pool. 
Final payments on the pools will prob­ 
ably be in March and April. 
The success 
of the 
association';'; 
work in handling culls and walnut 
meats h a s b e e n a big feature of the 
association's success this year, and 
many thousands of dollars have been 
brought into the association treasury. 
and more will be brought. 
The 
payroll 
of 
the 
association, 
largely through the cracking plant, 
has gone up to such proportions that 
the association plant is to be consid­ 
ered as a big asset to Santa Ana in 
an industrial way, in addition to its 
significance and consequence as an 
agricultural institution. 
During 
the 
last year the association's 
payroll 
reached $27,044.79, 
of which 
about 
$16 ,800 Was paid to women who have 
been working in the walnut cracking 
plant and who have been earning on 
an average of $16.8!) a week. 
Culls and Meats. 
Culls this year have brought an av­ 
erage of fourteen cents a pound. When 
it is remembered that the year the as­ 
sociation was formed, 
walnuts, the 
best of them, brought only six cents a 
pound the rem arkable advance in the 
walnut industry' can be appreciated. 
Under the system followed at th e 
association plant 
here, 
walnuts are 
carefully sorted over. 
Even the culls 
are run through, and from them an off 
grade walnut was selected this year 
that brought in $47,675 at a lair price. 
About $42,227.50 worth of walnut 
meats are to be shipped soon. 
The 
cracking plant is still running 
The 
association has already sold all of its 
white halves and daik am ber halves, 
and most of the light am ber halves. 
An average price of better than sev- 
entv-five cents a pound will be real­ 
ized. 
By-products included chicken feed, 
which brought about $4500. and wal­ 
nut shells, sold to a powder works, 
brought iii about $1,000. 
First class soft shells have brought 
in 25.75 cents per pound and budded 
w'alnuts 29 cents. These are record 
prices tor walnuts. 
The 
association 
has 
only 
thm* 
cars of walnuts yet to ship, and one 
of these cars is being routed out to­ 
day by Secretary Burke. 
Pay Half the Cest 
Yesterday's was the 
first 
annual 
meeting held in the Santa Ana assoc! 
ation's fire new building, and by rea­ 
son of the very excellent financial con 
dition in which the year's activities 
have found the association the stock 
holders thought that it was a very 
good time to make a substantial pay­ 
ment on the cost of the new plant 
The building and the equipment coat 
$52,090. 
The stockholders instructed 
the directors to pay half of the cost 
this year. 
The by-laws of the association were 
changed so that hereafter the annual 
meetings of lite association 
will 
be 
held the second Tuesday of May in­ 
stead of on the second Tuesday of Feb­ 
ruary. 
The reason for this change is 
that often the season’s crop is not ah 
sold by February, and a complete re 
port of the season cannot be given.

Be­ 
fore Thorpe went east he was au­ 
thorized by the directors of the 
central association to take orders 
for 12.000 tons of next year’s crop, 
which will be very close to the 
entire crop. Thorpe had no diffi­ 
culty 
in getting the orders, the 
buyers being willing to pay w hat­ 
ever price may be fixed by tile 
central association when the sea­ 
son starts next fall. 
Thorpe said that he found a 
very encouraging and pleasing at­ 
titude toward the association. This

profits and they are well satis­ 
fied.

"Every now and then we will have j 
another year like this and we will 
have walnuts to market after Christ­ 
mas.

"W alnuts are as good in MAY as in 
DECEMBER and there is no reason 
why we should stop eating walnuts as 
soon rs the holiday season is over.

The question Af sanitation 
in the 
country is greater than in towns and 
cities. 
This is largely because of im­ 
proper sewage disposal and polluted 
w ater supply. 
A solution of this dif­ 
ficulty lies in the installation of a sep­ 
tic tank. The septic tank makes pos­ 
sible the disposal of 
sewage 
in the 
soil body, and its use for sub-soil irri­ 
gation. 
It elim inates all 
danger 
of 
polluted water supply. 
. Typhoid fever, dysentery and chol­ 
era are diseases contracted from germs 
carried by water. Their prevalence in 
the country is proof of the danger of a 
polluted w ater supply. 
The underlying principle of the sep 
tic tank is the same as that of a tank 
for clarifying muddy 
water, 
except 
th at in the septic tank the settlings 
are worked upon by putrefactive bac­ 
teria which are present in all organic 
m atter.

FRUIT TREES 
FI 


A great deal of damage results an­ 
nually from sunburn 
and borers in 
young fruit trees. 
These are really 
the result of neglect on the part of 
the owner. 
Young trees, especially it 
headed rather high, are alm ost sure 
to sunburn to a greater or less degree; 
borers soon discover these sunburn 
places and 
enter, 
result-—one 
tree 
gone. 
There are a num ber 
of 
methods 
recommended for protection 
against 
these things. Among these are wood­ 
en wrappers, such as are sold commer­ 
cially for the purpose; 
shakes 
and 
whitewash. Tree wrappers are hardly 
to be recommended here. 
To begin 
with, they are rather expensive and 
seem to harbor a large num ber of in­ 
sects. 
The trees are so thoroughly 
shaded that the bark becomes tender 
and if some of the w rappers are acci­ 
dentally knocked off or removed at an 
inopportune tftne the trees suffer. 
A better plan is to set up two shakes 
so as to form an angle with each other 
on the sunny side of the tree. 
These 
shakes, while protecting the tree from 
the hot sun and hence from the fol­ 
low-up attacks of the horrors, at the 
same time adm it 
sufficient 
air and 
light to the tree trunk to thoroughly 
harden it. 
lf oared for, these shakes 
can be used over and over. Tree wrap­ 
pers, of course, have the advantage of 
working against rabbits to a greater 
degree. 
W hitewash is a good preventative 
remedy against sunburn. 
A formula 
used by many growers in 
the 
hotel 
valleys is made by using: 
Lime, 30 
parts; tallow, 4 parts; salt, 5 parts. 
The tallow and salt are stirred 
in 
while the lime is slacking or at least 
still hot. 
Tse just enough water to 
make a thin paste and then thin to the 
proper consistency for spreading with 
a brush or applying with a sprayer. 
Experim ents have been 
made 
for 
two years at the University farm at 
Davis in the use of 
asphaltum 
and 
fiotine for young trees. 
It has been 
found that a covering of grade D as­ 
phaltum or S. Fiotine applied in March 
will keep out the borers and also serve 
as a protection against rabbits. 
This 
m aterial, however, has 
no 
effect in 
preventing sunburn, but contrary to 
the popular belief, does not seem to 
Increase sunburn injury.

the following precaution! to prevent 
its spread:

Disinfect the wards and house. 
Remove the litter from the house and 
disinfect freely with a 5 per cent di­ 
lution of a good coal ta r spray. 
(3) 
Use potassium perm anganate 
in all drinking water. 
(4) 
Keep watch of the 
flock 
so 
that any new cases may be isolated at 
once. 
(5) Burn or bury deep all birds that 
die.

Any vineyard of wine grapes can be 
changed to a vineyard of raisin or ta­ 
ble grapes by grafting. 
T he expense 
la usually too great if the vines aver­ 
age more than four inches in diam eter 
a t six inches below the surface of the 
surface of tho soil. 
Vines 
of from 
three to sfx years of age are best. 
It 
is not advisable to graft vines with 
only one seasons’ growth unless very 
vigorous. 
The cost will vary from twenty dol­ 
lars to thirty dollars per acre, accord­ 
ing to the size of the vines and 
the 
wages paid. 
There will be a loss of 
about one and a half crops, that is to 
say. there would be about a half crop 
wl the end of the second year and a 
full crop at the end of the third. 
The method of grafting is described 
in Circular 115, “G rafting 
Vintfera 
Vineyards," a copy of which can be 
obtained free by applying to the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, Berkeley, Calif. 
The best tim e for grafting is from 
the middle of March to the middle of 
April. 
In the 
meantime, 
however, 
certain things should be done in prep­ 
aration. The vines to be grafted should 
be pruned as soon as possible. 
The 
pruning consists simply in cutting off 
all the canes close to the stump. Cut 
tings for scions should also be pre­ 
pared immediately. 
The cuttings for scions should be 
very carefully chosen, 
prepared and 
stored. 
Only well rtoened, firm cut­ 
tings with m oderate" 
short 
joints 
and small, light colored 
pith should 
be chosen. 
Very thick qr 
very 
thin 
cuttings are unsuitable^. Those of from 
three-sixteenths of an inch to three- 
eighths of an inch are the best,

Existence of Farm 
Bureaus Threatened 


Dean Hunt Says Proposed Reduction of Federal Agricultural 
Appropriation Will Put Two-thirds of the Farm Bureaus 
of California Out of Business. 


“Farm bureau organizations lr} 
many states of the union, includ­ 
ing organizations in about 
half 
of the counties of California, will 
be wrecked if the three 
million 
dollar reduction 
in 
the 
8mith- 
Lever Act appropriation 
by the 
House of Representatives is al­ 
lowed to stand by the United 
State* Senate.” 
This statem ent was' given 
out 
recently by Dean Thomas Forsyth 
Hunt of the College of 
Agricul­ 
ture of the University of Califor­ 
nia. 
• 
Dean Hunt said: 
“The county 
farm bureaus of America, with a 
membership of one million farm­ 
ers, are the greatest organiza­ 
tions of their kind that the woMd 
has ever seen. 
These organize- 
tion* have been fostered through 
the agHcultural appropriations of 
Congree* and are now threatened 
with disaster because the House 
of Representatives 
has 
reduced 
the agricultural appropriation bo 
a point where it is impossible to 
support the 
farmers’ 
organiza­ 
tions already existent or to fur­ 
ther them in any of the states. 
The farmers of 
America have 
shown patriotism throughout the 
war which has been unequalled in 
the allied countries. 
With the 
cessation of hostilities, the House 
of Representatives proposes to so 
greatly reduce the service extend, 
ed to them through the farm ad­ 
visors that it will be impossible 
for 
the 
new 
organizations 
to 
function. 
“The agricultural appropriation 


allowed by the House is $4,106,- 
620 less then the amount availa­ 
ble for tho present fiscal year, and 
is a reduction of $2,973,680 from 
th# amount recommended by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
This 
means that 'California will have 
$108,000 less 
for farm 
advisor 
work than during 
the 
present 
year. The action of the House of 
Representatives cuts California’s 
appropriation by $54,700, 
which 
by the terms of the state 
bill, 
paralleling dollar for dollar the 
federal appropriation, means a 
loss to the work for the farmers 
of California of $109,400 per year. 
By this, it will become necessary 
to discontinue two-thirds of the 
new farm bureau counties, among 
which will be 
San 
Bernardino, 
Contra Costa, Los Angeles, San­ 
ta Cruz, Mendocino, Ventura, Sut­ 
ter, Yuba, Butte, Tehama, Shad. 
ta, Tulare? El Dorado, Kings, So­ 
noma, Orange and Monterey coun­ 
ties, whits the other farm bureaus 
of thetetate, which are now clam­ 
oring for more assistants to de­ 
velop the work 
already 
under 
way, will not only have to defer 
indefinitely any expansion, but to 
reduce the 
number of assistant 
farm advisors already at 
work. 
8uch counties as 
San 
Joaquin, 
Alameda, Fresno, Kern, Riverside 
and Imperial will have the work 
materially 
reduced. 
Even 
the 
boys and girls who live on farms 
will be affected, since the 
agri­ 
cultural dubs conducted 
in the 
past five years by the University 
of Californai may also suffer.”

the bureaus organized local rural fire 
companies in 3‘66 farm buearu centers 
of the state. Of these, 257 companies 
purchased automobile 
trailers, 
con­ 
taining 
fire-fighting 
apparatus 
for 
grain and grass fires, and 6391 farm ers 
enlisted in rural fire companies which 
covered a te rrito ry of 17»,012 square 
miles. 
The loss in California from 
grain and grass fires was $750,000 a 
year before sabotage and pro-German­ 
ism increased the fire risks, and it is 
probable that at least a half a million 
dollars’ worth of foodstuffs has been 
saved by these rural fire companies.

Riverside orange growers and pack­ 
ers are living close to the law as it 
deals with th e 
shipping 
of frosted 
fruit, according to State H orticultural 
Commissioner G. H. Hecke, who is in 
the city today on an official visit with 
County 
H orticultural 
Commissioner 
Dan Sharp. 
"W e have two objects in view now 
so far as the citrus industry is con­ 
cerned,” said Mr. Hecke. "One is to 
protect the industry and the other is 
to protect the m arket. W e know the 
m arket has been affected, but we be­ 
lieve th at by the proper vigilance on 
the part of the county com missioners 
and their inspectors we can keep the 
frosted fruit off the m arket and as a 
result the industry will be protected 
and th e m arket will 
eventually 
re­ 
cover.” 
Present Law O. K. 
Mr. Hecke does not believe there is 
any need of further legislation 
with 
reference to an iron-clad law on stan­ 
dardization. “W hat we need is a flex­ 
ible law. 
Conditions are not always 
the sam e and the rule as applied now 
by the suite is entirely satisfactory so 
far as it applies to frosted fruit," he 
said. 
The com missioner 
says 
it is now 
possible to use the Chase w ater sep­ 
arator. but he also .warns against the 
m anipulation of the Chase 
machine. 
“It can be m anipulated,’’ he said, “but 
I am not saying that the packers will 
attem pt it. 
However, we are going 
to keep a close watch through our in­ 
spectors. 
, “Some fruit 
from 
Riverside 
has 
been seized by the federal inspectors. 
There is some more on the way that 
may be seized, but as a rule the grow­

Conduct Test 
A scientific test conducted by the 
staff of the experim ent station 
dis­ 
closed that the trees were nearly gir­ 
dled by dry rot caused by too deep 
planting. 
A delicate and a serious operation 
was deemed necessary if their lives 
were to be saved. 
This 
was 
per­ 
formed, and by spring, Dr. W ebber 
states, the trees will probably begin 
to take on the vitality and freshness 
of youth. 
Tho tree at the Mission Inn was in­ 
arched. 
This was done bv planting j 
young orange shoots 
closely 
about 
the base of the parent tree. 
They 
were then grafted onto tile tree. 
Needed Grafting 
Delicate bridge grafting was carried 
on in the case of the Magnolia avenue 
tree. 
The upper portion of the tree 
and the roots were found to be sound. 
The region between, 
however, 
was 
badly damaged from dry rot. 
In or­ 
der to bridge this an orange tw ig,w as 
grafted into the roots, the other end 
being budded into an upper portion of 
the tree.

“These 
measures 
will 
probably 
prove successful,"

“If they do not others will be tried.”

They raised over $5,000 worth of i>oultry products. 
In­ 
cidentally they produced about $18,000 worth of pork. 
'file state market garden contest found 133 boys from that county 
entered. 
Each had cultivated a garden patch of one-twentieth of an 
acre. 
The gardens brought in an Overage of $50. 
Also 150 boys 
entered the state com and potato contests. 
The report says that their 
produce was valued at $6,650. 
All this is very interesting right now*. 
It shows what the youngsters 
can do and what they actually did do in a definite season. 
Through the 
clubs of various sorts which stimulate these youthful agriculturists the 
boys and girls learn not only how to raise pigs and chickens and garden 
truck. 
They learn also 1k>w to reckon the cost of production, they 
learn the best marketing methods, they learn how to keep track of profits. 
It hardly seems likely that these young farmers and gardeners, if 
they turn to agricultural pursuits when they grow up, are going to he 
content with antiquated methods and outworn customs. 
They will be 
able to attack the troublesome problems of farm labor, markets anti 
crops with trained intelligence.

This 
heater burns distillate or coal oil, will 


It will soon be time to consider turn­ 
ing under the cover crop. This season 
has not been particularly 
auspicious 
for the growing of vt cover crop. Con­ 
tinued cool weather and lack of suffi­ 
cient rain have prevented much devel­ 
opment in the way of tonnage. 
Con­ 
sequently, if a good late rain comes, 
together with fair* growing weather, 
many an orchardist 
will be 
sorely 
tempted to let his cover crop grow too 
long. 
Of three facts we are reasonably 
sure with reference to cover crops, 
and bearing these facts in mind, ev­ 
ery grower should regulate his 
pro­ 
cedure. 
First, it is now generally agreed that 
in order to give the best results the 
cover crop must be turned under while 
still lush and green and while the soil 
is still plentifully supplied with water. 
Second, it is fairly well agreed that 
plowing or discing should rot be dons 
just prior to, daring, or immediately 
following the blooming period. 
Any 
shock at this time is prejudicial to a 
good set of fruit. And third, it is em­ 
phatically true thaf if it comes to a 
question of competition for water, the 
cove r crop will always hest the trees. 
to their very great detriment. 
If one cannot get the cover 
crop 
turned tinder before the trees 
come 
into bloom he had better put if off for 
a month or two, and in the meantime 
irrigate heavily, lf one wishes to wait 
for tonnage, he must be prepared to 
supply enough water for both cover 
crops and trees. Tile usual time after 
which turning under the cover crop 
may be detrimental is about March 1st, 
and, many good orchardists make it 
a point to plow or disc before that 
time. 
The earlier the safer, but the 
smaller the tonnage. 
The depth to which to plow is large 
ly a matter of the location of the feed 
ing roots. 
It is d siroble 
that 
the 
cover crop decay in lh* immediate vi­ 
cinity of the feeding roots. 
lf your 
feeding roots are located rather deep­ 
ly it will be best to plow rather deep­ 
ly. 
lf they are near the 
surface it 
may be unsafe to plow too deeply, es­ 
pecially it near tire time of bloom, as 
the Riipclc to the *£rc es 
may 
be too 
much. Uther thiwgs being equal, it is 
probably best to encourage 
a deep 
feeding root habit a* cl to plow dow n 
the cover crop to n good depth. 
As to whether to disc or plow, de­ 
pends largely upon the soil type as 
well as upon the personal preference 
of the owner. One man plow-s awd an­ 
other disc s—-both obtain good results.

Probably a Seasonal Effect, 
One to Heavy Spring 
Rains 


There has been much complaint this 
season regarding the behavior of plum 
trees. 
The Satsuma variety in par 
ticular has been very subject to severe j 
outbreak of gummosis. 
Hundreds of; 
trees have died outright, and not a 
few acres are now being pulled outfj 
so badly are the trees affected. 
The farm advisors have been study­ 
ing this situation 
now 
for 
several < 
months and have called 
in 
several 
specialists for consultation. The gen­ 
eral opinion is that this severe gum 
ming and dying back is a seasonal ef­ 
fect brought about by the heavy 
spring rains of this last season fol­ 
lowing suddenly upon the almost full 
year otMo rainfall 
whatever. 
The 
plum, UTO other stone fruits, is vervj 
subject to the gumming of the trunk 
and branches, as a result of any in-1 
jury. 
In seasons of heavy rains dur-1 
ing the spring the trees frequently 
show copious gumming. Trees on wet 
ground usually show tile trouble worse. 
Siree this trouble is probably sea-1 
sonal in nature there is no 
way 
of 
controlling it, but there is also* little 
danger of trees not now showing it be- j 
coming diseased later, providing nor­ 
mal weather conditions occur. Neither 
will the newer plantings be affected 
unless the trees are planted too deep­ 
ly or the same seasonal effect occurs1 
again soon. 
There are. of course, several other 
causes which may induce gumming, 
among Which are heart or wood ro t.j^ 
bacterial gummosis, and indeed prac- j ^ 
tically any severe shock.

Congress Asked to Guarantee 
Wheat Price—Bean Crop 
Sure to Be Sold 


Of all the producers the farmer is 
going to find himself In the best po­ 
sition financially during the period of 
readjustment, 
according 
to 
reports 
coming out of Washington from day 
to day. 
The United States Food Ad­ 
ministration the other day asked Con­ 
gress to appropriate $1,250,000.0(»0 to 
maintain the price of wheat at $2.20, 
a figure guaranteed by the Government 
for the 1919 wheat crop prior to the 
ending of hostilities. 
It seems like­ 
ly that the Food Administration will 
father other legislation and decrees 
which will protect the farmer against 
lowering prices. 
Following hard upon that announce­ 
ment the California Food Administra- 
lion made public the fact that the Gov­ 
ernment is going to purchase virtually 
the entire bean crop of the state for 
the army and navy. The Government 
has been purchasing about 5000 tons 
of beans a month at a higher figure 
than beans ever brought before the 
war. 
The average price of wheat to the 
farmer on July I, 1914, was 76.9 cents 
per bushel. 
In other words the Gov­ 
ernment guaranteed to the wheat rais­ 
er for a period of two years an ad­ 
vance of 194 per cent over what his 
product 
brought 
in normal 
times. 
Competent authorities estimate that 
should the Government withdraw its 
guarantee now that the fighting is 
over, wheat would drop to at least 
$1.35 per bushel aud probably lower. 
In the light of all this the Govern­ 
ment expects the farmer to participate 
more than ever in the coming Victory j 
Liberty Loan.

'the signing of the armistice, the 
Department of Agriculture points out, 
found the United States with 
fairly 
large stocks of food but with smaller 
than usual stocks of feeds. In response 
to increased needs of food, mary farm­ 
ers plowed up permanent pastures and

stock and planted them to grain crops 
while others broke their rotation sys­ 
tems and planted the same land to 
grain several years in succession, thus 
reducing tho fertility. 
Now that farcing Is to be restored 
to a peace time basis, the Department 
of Agriculture thinks that many of the 
lands suitable for meadow or pasture 
should be reseeded to grass, that reg­ 
ular 
and satisfactory 
rotation 
of 
crops should be established, and that 
live stock should find a 
place 
on a 
larger number of farms. 
These read­ 
justments appear to be necessary in 
order to meet Die still urgent demand 
for meats and \ | t s , as well as to re­ 
store sound farm practice. 
A wise live stock program, the de 
partment concludes after reviewing all 
conditions, 
will involve maintaining 
the number of horses and mules with­ 
out material increase, 
a normal in­ 
crease in the number of dairy eows 
and dairy products, a normal increase 
in the number of beef cattle, a con 
servative policy with respect to in­ 
creasing the number of 
swine 
until 
the relative shortage and high price of 
feeds is overcome, an increase in sheep 
consistent with facilities for feeding 
and pasturage and the farmers’ skill 
in handling them, and an increase in 
farm flocks of poultry where a mini­ 
mum of purchased feed is required.

That there w ill be no general exten­ 
sion of time beyond March 15th for the 
filing of returns and for the payment 
of income and excess profits taxes due 
on that date is the decision of Daniel 
C. Roper. Commis&ioner of Internal 
Revenue. 
The 
announcem ent 
was 
made today by Collector Carter im­ 
m ediately upon receipt of advice from 
Commissioner Roper. 
“It is necessary to get the initial tax 
paym ents in by March 
15th,” 
says 
Commissioner 
Roper. 
“No 
other 
course is possible. 
Some months ago, 
the Treasury issued certificates of in­ 
debtedness to an amount approximat­ 
ing $800,000,000, maturing March 16th. 
The first payment of the Income and 
excess profits taxes for 1918 was plan­ 
ned for that date, to m eet this huge 
obligation. 
"The American people have proven 
that there is no em ergency too great 
to be met and solved by co-operation. 
This present situation is another emer­ 
gency which can be overcom e by co­ 
operative efTort. 
The bureau extends 
its every force toward this endfl and 
I am relying upon the people to meet 
the situation whol-heartedly. 
“The Internal Revenue Bureau must 
carry out the program prescribed in 
the new law, which requires 
all 
re­ 
turns for 1918 to be filed on or before 
March 15, 1919, and requires the first 
quarterly payment or tile entire pay­ 
m ent to be made on or before that 
date. 
“Every taxpayer who can possibly 
do so is urged to make full payment 
of his incom e tax on or before March 
15th. 
The quarterly payment method 
is intended for taxpayer# w hose finan­ 
cing of the tax at one tim e would tend 
to upse^ local financial conditions. 
“The approval of the report of the 
conferees by the senate and house of 
representatives brings the new rev­ 
enue bill to th point where it may be 
assum ed to be law. T he Internal Rev­ 
enue Bureau has been making prepar­ 
ations to collect the taxes which it 
provides, and is now’ putting all of 
its efforts into aiding the taxpayers to 
fulfill the obligations imposed. 
“The bureau has arranged to send 
ah advisory force of several thousands 
of deputies and agents to assist tax­ 
payers. 
T hese officers will 
be sta­ 
tioned at convenient points where thej 
may be consulted without charge. Tax. 
payers should take the initiative and 
get in touch with these revenue men 
for any needed advice and assistance 
in preparing returns. 
“The forms for the tax returns are 
being printed and all forms will be ir, 
the hands of collectors between Feb­ 
ruary 15th and March 1st.”
